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This is a decision on the petition, filed May 10, 2002, in 
response to the Notice of Omitted Item(s) in a Nonprovsional 
Application ("Notice") requesting that the above-identified 
application be according a filing date of November 7, 2001, with 
Figures 2, 3, and 4 as part of the original disclosure. 

The petition is GRANTED . 

The application was submitted November 7, 2001. The Notice mailed 
March 8, 2002 indicated that a filing date had been granted but 
that Figures 2, 3, and 4 as described in the specification 
appeared to have been omitted from the application. 

The Notice permits applicant to either: (1) promptly establish 
prior receipt in the PTO of the drawing (s) at issue (generally by 
way of a date-stamped postcard receipt (MPEP 503)), or (2) 
promptly submit the omitted drawing (s) in a nonprovisional 
application and accept the date of such submission as the 
application filing date.

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Since the original drawings cannot be located in the Office, the 
copies supplied with the instant petition will be used for 
examination purposes.
